County Tax 
Rate Is Lower 
For 1968-69 Year 


VISALIA - A general tax rate 
of $3.153 for Tulare county 
during the 1968-69 year has 
been set by the Tulare county 
board of supervisors - 17 cents 
below last year. 

The rate is based on a total 
assessed valuation of 
$485,127,802. County budget 
for the year, as adopted by 
supervisors, is $44,059,041, 
about three-quarters of a million 
dollars higher than last year. 

A tax cut is possible even 
with a higher budget, it is 
explained, because the county 
has a larger cash carry-over. 
Amount to be raised from 
county property taxes is. 
$14,694,372, about $157,000 
less than last year. 

Tax rate within the 
incorporated limits of 
Porterville, Visalia and Tulare is 
$3.07, difference being in a 
library tax that adds to the 
“outside” county area.

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CALIFORNIA IS TOP AGRICULTURE STATE 


LOS ANGELES - California 
accounted for more than 9 
percent of the nation’s 
agricultural sales receipts in 
1967. 

It remained the foremost 
farm state for the 20th 
consecutive year, according to a 
report by the Economic 
Research department of Security 
Pacific National bank, Los 
Angeles. 

California retained its 
leadership despite an $8 million 
decline in sales. Its farm 
products sold for $3.97 billion 
in 1967, down from $4.05 
billion in 1966. Second-place 
Iowa had receipts of just less 
than $3.5 billion last year. 

Iowa’s agricultural sales also 
decreased last year, as did those 
for all but one of the 10 leading 
farm states. Wisconsin was the 
one exception. 

On the basis of aggregate 
tonnage, California farm 


production decreased by 6.1 
percent, from 37.9 million tons 
in 1966 to 35.6 million tons last 
largest aggregate 


year. The 


production of vegetable crops in 
the state’s history was offset by 
a. steep reduction in grapes, 
apples, apricots, peaches and 
pears. 

Unfavorable weather delayed 
the planting of field crops and 
resulted in California’s smallest 
deciduous tree fruit harvest since 
1958. Sharply reduced egg prices 
also contributed to the decline, 
as did lower. marketings of 
feedlot cattle. 

About 37,374,600 acres were 
devoted. to the state’s 70,000 
farms in 1967, according to 
Security Bank’s Economic 
Research department. 
Commodities produced 
numbered more than 200, of 
which 80 were produced on a 
large scale. 

Cattle and calves accounted 
for nearly $750 million last year. 
Other large aggregate sales were 
reported for dairy products 
($443 million), hay ($216 
million), and cotton ($211 
million). Other state 
commodities that sold for $100 
million or more were tomatoes, 


chicken eggs, grapes, lettuce, 
nursery products and oranges. 
‘The three leading agricultural 
counties in the United States for 
several years have been Fresno, 
Tulare and Kern. All three are 
part of California’s eight-county 


San Joaquin valley. Last year the - 


three counties yielded more than 
$1.1 billion in farm product 
sales. Gross cash receipts were 
$438,713,000 for Fresno, 
$364,729,000 for Tulare and 
$297,176,000 for Kern. 

California’s other leading 
agricultural counties are San 
Joaquin, Riverside, Imperial, 
Stanislaus, Monterey, Los 
Angeles and Merced. 

Los Angeles was the number 
one agricultural county in the 
United States for 40 years, from 
1909 to 1949. 


Central coast counties are 
sending a heavy volume of 
strawberries to freezers. 


Olives are developing well in 
all producing areas of California, 
with a heavy crop on most trees.

PORTERVILLE - Picking 
of French Colombard grapes is 
now underway at the Faure 
ranch, with the crop being 
delivered to the Gallo winery 
at Fresno. 

The crop is being produced 
under a 15-year contract with 
Gallo, based on a basic per ton 
price plus a premium for quality. 
At present a premium is being 
paid since the grapes, used in 
production of a special wine, are 
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running a sugar and acid content 
comparable with grapes in the 
Modesto, and other northern 
valley areas. 

Ninety-five acres of French 
Colombard grapes have been set 
out on the Faure ranch under 


_ contract with Gallo; 40 acres are 


now coming into production.

Trapping Ain’t 


What It Used To 
Be In California 


SACRAMENTO .- California 
fur trappers reported a decline in 
both their catch and earnings for 
the 1967-68 season, the 
Department of Fish and Game 
reports. The number of active 
trappers also was down. 

Trappers reporting to the 
DFG totaled 186, compared 
with 207 the previous year, and 
income was.down from $57,053 
realized by trappers in 1966-67 
to $43,041 in 1967-68, a 25 
percent decrease. 

The total catch was down 
from 48,098 to 44,465. 
Muskrats, which have been the 
traditional leader in the 
California fur catch, again led in 
the number of pelts taken 
(40,370) and revenue received 
for furs $25,384. 

The past two years have 
shown a sharp decline in the 
average price paid for muskrat 
pelts, from $1.30 per pelt in 
1965-66 to $ .88 the following 
year and then to §$ .64 for the 
past year. 

Other animals taken by 
trappers include badger, beaver, 
bobcat, coyote, fox, mink, 
oppossum, raccoon, skunks, and 
weasels.
